Stolen Government 
Property Believed to Exist * Chi- 


Postomoe D. Farrell 
thinks he has secured evidence which will 
disclose an important fence here for 
‘property stolen from the government, and 
which may lead to breaking up an organized 
gang of postoffice thieves in Iowa. 

The arrest of John Connelly yesterday and 
the recovery of alleged stolen property of 
considerable value is the basis of the\in- 
spector’s conclusions.

By 1 o’clock the entire iron wor 
covering several acres, was on fire, the flames 
leaping high in the air and making a 
brilliant spectacle, easily visible miles away. 
One by one the small buildings went down.

Gets Into Columbia Yards. 

From the Marine “iron works the flames 
sprang across C street to the north to the 
extensive yards of the Columbia Hardwood 
company. The lofty piles of timbers resisted 
the flames for a few minutes, and with the 
department straining every nerve it seemed 
as if the fire might be driven back. Every 
available stream of water was concentrated 
on the narrow street, but in vain. 

There came a gust of wind stronger than 
the others, and the flremen's efforts were set 
at naught. Once well on fire the piles of 
hardwood lumber burned so fiercely that the 
firemen were driven back by the heat and 
could do little. 


Pathetic Incident of the Fire. 
The most pathetic incident of the fire oc- 
curred at this time. In the house at 36 Law- 
rence street; a child, Thomas Brennan, 9 
months old, lay dead, and friends had gath- 
ered for a wake. When the flames threat- 
ened the building the mourners were fright- 
ened and rushed from the house, carrying the 
body with them.

SALE OF WABASH DEMANDED. 


President Cassatt of the Pennsylvania 


Railroad Company Sends an Ulti- 
matum to George Gould. * 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 24., 8 a. m. A morn- 
ing paper today saye: 

“A. J. Cassatt, President of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company, has demanded of 
George Gould the surrender of the Wabash

These are samples of hundreds of articles 
that were presented to Mr. McKinley, and 
which are presented to every President dur- 
ing his term in the White House. Mr. Me- 
Kinley always had these scrupulously pre- 
served, although some of them were rather 
cumbersome and bulky and of no possible 
value or interest. They were stored in the 
spacious attic of the White House, and thence 
they have been removed during the last few 
days, the dust removed, and the articles 
packed in boxes for shipment to Ohio.

PLANNED TO ATTACK COLON. 


Pana Insurgents Notify United States 
Consul, Who Warns Against Inter- 
ference with Railway. — 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 23.—The United 
States Consul at Colon has advised the De- 
partment of State under date of the 9th inst., 
that on the 3d of September he received 
through the Alcalde of Colon an open letter 
from the insurgent commander giving notice 
of a contemplated attack on Colon, which 
letter was the same night sent to the officer 
commanding the United States ship Machias. 
The Consul was informed that identical 
notes had been left at the Alcaide’s office 
for the Consular officers of Great Britain, 
France, and Spain. 

The American official replied to the letter 
of the insurgent commander, notifying him 
that any interference on his part with the 


Isthmus of Panama would be a violation of 
treaty rights of the United States, and that 
if he should attempt such interference the 


The Consul added that any obstruction of 
free access to the Panama railroad station 
at Colon from any of the docks of the port 
or any obstruction of the Main street of 
Colon to the Panama railroad station and 
any act of insurgent forces rendering such 
access dangerous would be regarded as an 
interference with the free transit referred to, 

The government sent a small number of 
troops to Gatun and Colon, and the insurgents 
decamped. The Consul thinks an attack has 
been abandoned. The insurgents are esti- 
mated at from 50 to 500 men. l

PROPOSAL TO COUNCIL AND CoM- 


Aldermen Decide on a Special Meeting 
for Wednesday Evening, Oct. 2, 
When Ten-Minute Addresses Will Be 
Made in Memory of the Late Pres- 
ident—Resolutions Adopted Calling 
on Congress to Enact Laws Which 
Shah Crush Out Anarchy.

‘The City Council last evening took 
in memory of William McKinley, both by re- 
ceiving a proposition to name a park in his 
honor and ordering a special memorial meet- 
ing for Wednesday of next week. It also or- 
‘dered the appointment of a Committee of 
Five to prepare a memorial to Congress ask- 
ing for the passage of laws by that body 
which shall restrain and punish anarchy in 
the future. 

The proposition to name a park for Mr. 
McKinley was advanced by Alderman Race 
and was adopted by the Council to the extent 
of ordering the appointment by the Mayor of 
a special committee to consider either the 
site advocated by the Alderman, or some 
other, and report to the Council. 

Alderman Race said that as other parks 
had been named after illustrious Presidents, 
he thought it fitting that similar tribute be 
paid McKinley. The site he recommended Is a 
tract of 175 acres, bounded by Central and 
Austin avenues, Harrison and Adams streets, 
known as Warren Park, midway between 
and on a line with Garfield Park and the pro- 
posed park along the Desplaines River. 

The arrangements for the special meeting 
of the Council were set forth in a teport 
from the Committe of Fifteen by Chairman 
Joseph Badenoch, which had in charge the 
‘plans for the parade of last Thursday and 
the Coliseum services of Sunday. It recom- 
mended that a memorial meeting of the Coun- 
cil be held on Wednesday evening. Oct. 2. at 
8 o’clock, in the Cowncil chamber, at which 
ten-minute addresses be made by Mayor Har- 
rison and Aldermen Goldzier and Blake of the 
North. Side, Smulski and Finn of the West 
Side, Bennett and Kent of the South Side, and 
as many volunteers as time may permit. 

The subject of anarchy was brought up by 
Alderman Belilfuss, who presented resolu- 
tions which, after reciting the claim of the 
assassin of McKinley he was an Anarchist, 
called on Congress to * enact such laws as 
will.curb the freedom of speech employed in 
preaching the precepts of anarchy, in ex- 
cluding from this country known disctpies of 
anarchy, and afford a means of deporting 
from our shores those who, by their in- 
cendiary utterances, are attempting to sub- 
vert our government and inaugurate a series 
of assassinations.’’ 


PASTORS DENOUNCE ‘THE REDS’

tain Newspaper Publishers. 


Resolutions denouncing Anarchicts and 
their doctrine and the actions of newspapers 
in publishing alleged false reports concern- 
ing William McKinley while he was Presi- 
dent were adopted by the Congregational 
Union of Chicago yesterday.

Jones has written himself the foremost de- 
fender of the social faith. In the fact itself 
there is nothing surprising, for Mr. Jones 
before now has stood as a bulwark before 
every manner of convention—the good.and 
the bad, the herculean and the trivial, and 
he has managed equally with a question of 
d ene on the best way 
of chaperoning a girl of ‘teens to preach as 
if he really meant it, though he likely didn't. 

But there is a surprise and a big one in 
this ‘new plece of his, played for the first 
time in Chicago last night before the first 
typically society first night audience to as- 
It is that the ethics 
and the more or less useless philosophy 
which he has placed in pugnecious attitudes 
at intervals through the play, set off some 
of the most genuine drama the stage just 
now can offer. 

For the sake of the third act of Mrs. 
Dane’s Defence, it is possible to forgive Mr. 
the idiosyncrasies he ever has 
to collect. He never has writ- 
ten an act of its craft and emotional con- 
trasts, and it will be no shame to him if he 
fails hereafter to reach its level. No single 
act in any play in the least contemporary is 
to be compared to it, with the exception of the 
third act of Pinero’s “‘ The Gay Lord Quex,” 
and between them the parallel is possible 
only in regard to technique, and in that par- 
ticular it is about an even parallel. Pinero's 
caustic comedy, and the present bitingly seri- 
ous drama are otherwise too far apart to op- 
pose each other. 

The second great interest in the play is the 
performance of that third act. To Mr. 
Charles Richman as a keen, worldly-wise 
lawyer, Sir Daniel Cartéret, and to Miss 
Margaret Anglin as Mrs, Dane, a tortured, 
guilty woman as the world judges, falls the 
entire of the.acting of the scene for which 
the act, and hence the play, was built. One 
can imagine the dramatist jotting down the 
intensely dramatic outline of the scene long 
before he began the laborious construction 
of the early and the concluding parts of the 


play. 

This is the [dea—that one subtle, relentless, 
but absolutely unimpassioned man, a seeker 
after truth, shall tear down stone by stone an 
artifice of deceit which a woman has builded 
so high that she almost has set the capstone 
of success and honor upon it. It is easy to 
imagine the part the man and the woman 
should have in this scene, for the man can 
be nothing but cold and scientific, while the 
woman, falling from the inspired heights of 
apparent victory to the dark depths of de- 
spair, has every path of emotion open before 
her. It is far easier to imagine the scene, in- 
deed, than it is to have it set forth so as to 
enthrall the imagination. So the triumph of 
Mr. Richman and Miss Anglin is all the more 
complete, For they do fill the picture. 

Until that scene last night the audience 
frequently was amused by a neat and cyn- 
ical epigram, or by a light touch of comedy, 
but it was evident that a play alone was be- 
ing watched. The same audience forgot 
everything but the living story when Sir 
Daniel Carteret began to question Mrs. Dane 
on the story of her life, carefully written out 
for him. Its acceptance meant that he would 
consent to her marriage with his adopted 
son, Lionel Carteret. A falter. a mistake, 
meant that she would be branded as Felicia 
Hindmarsh, a governess who broke up a 
family, sending the wife to suicide and the 
tardily penitent husband to a well-deserved 
madness.

ANARCHY AND LAWLESSNESS. 
If in the present zeal against “ anarchy ” 


people shall come to realize the “ uncop- 


scious cooperation and side-partnership ” 
which, according to Senator Dolliver's 
words at the Sunday night memoria! serv- 
ice, it enjoys with every lawless influence 
which is abroad in the World,” the sec- 
ondary benefits of this zeal will be quite 
as legitimate as those directly aimed ut 
and may prove even more fundamentally 
corrective. | 

When the Senator declared that “ legis- 
laters who betray the commonwealth, judges 
who poison the fountain of justice, gov- 
ernments which come to terms with crime 
all these are regular contributors to the 
campaign fund of anarchy,” he was speak- 
ing directly to the question, How te deal 
with anarchy.” When he charged lynch- 
ings and mob outbreaks with being them- 
selves, if not arguments and precedents for 
Anarchists, at least a denial of the suf- 
ficiency of law and a practical subversion 
ot government, be was uttering truths 
which the public ought to have the courage 
and the perception to face at this juncture. 

In the present anxiety to cope with an- 
archy “the unenrolled reserve corps of an- 
archy should not be ignored, whether its 
motive be greed, vengeance, or moral con- 
viction. How shall the boodler and spoils- 
man avoid the charge of provoking the An- 
archist to éxcuses? What shall “ citizens” 
returning from applying the degrading tor- 
tures of the stake say to any other man 
who takes human life on his own responsi- 
bility? Indeed, how shall the public orator 
Christian clergyman, public official, or 
common layman—who utters intemperate 
Secon or suggests private vengeance in- 
stead of the penalties of the law escape clas- 
sification with those whom he denounces? 

There was a peculiar timeliness and apti- 
tude in the prompt arrest by the Evanston 
police on Sunday of two men who, in a pub- 
lic crowd, called for “a rope” to dispose 
of the offensive Dowie.

Dartmouth College will devote today and 
tomorrow to an elaborate celebration ot the 
centennial of Daniel Webster's graduation. 


Webster was the most illustrious of all the 


graduates of the old New Hampshire school, 
and the institution has done wisely in plan- 
ning the present celebration on a scale that 
lends it a national interests Hundreds of 
alumni will be present, of course, including 
a dozen or more from Chicago, but the 
speakers also will include many men of na- 
tional prominence who are not Dartmouth 
alumni, such as Chief Justice Fuller, Sen- 
ator Hoar, Edward Everett Hale, and others 
of almost equal standing. The series of ex- 
ercises includes athletic contests, a unique 
procession of students in Webster costumes, 
and the dedication of a handsome ad 

tration building to be known as W. 

Hall. The corner-stone of the structure will

The Dartmouth celebration recalls many 
interesting and half forgotten features of 
Webster's college days, such as the fact 
that he edited the college paper and that 
he delivered at least two public orations 
while at Dartmouth. His most important 
service, however, was that of winning the 
famous Dartmouth College case, which 
saved the charter of the school and which 
became one of the most far-reaching of Su- 
preme Court cases, because it establ'shed 
the validity of contracts. , 
Dartmouth has not expanded as Yale and 
Harvard have, but its standards always 
have been of the highest, and it has upon 
its roll of alumni such names as Webster, 
Choate, Chief Justice Chase, Thaddeus 
Stevens, and George Ticknor. It has not 
had its full share 6f the donations that have 


deen lavished upon educational institutions 


of late years, but Edward Tuck’s recent gift 
of $100,000 is a pleasing exception to this 
statement. The Webster centennial should 
have the double virtue of honoring a great 
historical figure and of attracting wider at- 
tention to the solid merits of the college 
‘from which he was graduated a hundred 
years ago. ; ! 
THE CZAR’S VISIT TO FRANCE 
The immediate effect of the Czar’s recent 
visit to France is the reaffirming. and 
strengthening of the dual alliance. In this 
aspect the events of the last week have 
been a distinct triumph for President Loubet 
and for France. The reason for the jubila- 
tions of Frenchmen over the Czar's sig- 
nificant utterances regarding the “ friendly 
allied nation is not far to seek. Today 
France contains barely one-tenth of the pop- 
ulation of Europe. Alone it is helpless and 
can take no active part in shaping events 
in Burope or Asia, but when its 38,000,000 
inhabitants are joined to Russia’s 129,000,- 
000 it becomes again a force in international 
politics, This mathematical statement is a 
sufficient explanation of the value and ne- 
cessity of the Russian alliance so far as 
France is concerned. hs 
In regard to the Czar’s motives there has 
been a good deal of discussion. It is hardly 
to be supposed that he was inspired wholly 
by a desire to enjoy an attractive journey 
or to give pleasure to a friend and ally. Some 
have imagined that he wished to counteract 
the impression left by the exchange of lauda- 


Russian Minister during the German army 
maneuvers last year. Others have supposed 
that the visit had some bearing on the 
threatened rupture between France and 
Turkey. Another theory is that the Czar 
wished to have ocular proof that France 
possessed an army and navy which could 
render a quid pro quo and do its share in the 
partnership. Finally, it has been intimated 
that Russia simply desired to negotiate an- 
other large loan and took this way of cre- 
ating a favorable market for the new bonds. 
Apparently the last two guesses come near- 
est to the mark. Almost simultaneously 
with the Czar’s departure it has been an- 
nounced from several sources that Russia 
is about to place a loan of $200,000,000. 


The reports are not yet confirmed, but it. 
would not be surprising if they should prove 
true. Nor is a financial motive of this kind 
disereditable to the Czar. The securing of 
funds is an important part of the functions 
of government, and the use of diplomacy for

T RIAL OF THE ASSASSIN. 

The Assassin Leon Czolgosz was arraigned 
for trial yesterday at Buffalo, Justice Tru- 
man ©. White presiding and ex-Judges 
Titus and Lewis appearing for the prisoner. 
There was no difficulty in securing a jury, 
the only conditions made by his counsel 
being that the juror would consider the case 
impartially and decide it upon the evidence. 
It would be manifestly impossible to se- 
cure jurors who have not heard of the case 
and formed some kind of an opinion. 

When called upon to plead, the prisoner 
sullenly replied, “Guilty.” Being accused 
of a capital crime, this plea is not admis- 
sible, as the code provides that “a corvic- 
tion shall not be had upon a plea of guilty 
where the crime charged is or may be punish- 
able by death.” The admission of guilt is 
not sufficient. It must be proved by unques- 
tionable evidence. The forma) plea, there- 
fore, of “not guilty was entered by his 
counsel. The assassin who does not believe 
in any law has to obey its forms and accept 
its privileges. 

That the trial will be short and the result 
will be conviction admits of no doubt. The 
only defense that can be made for him 
with any degree of consistency or plausibili- 
ty is that of insanity. His reluctant coun- 
sel who appeared in court with an apology 
for being there on such a mission with what 
ability they can bring to bear upon such 
a case probably will seek to make it appear 
that he was not mentally responsible for 
the act or did not know that the act was 
wrong. The contention, of course, must 
fail, since in addition to the rebutting tes- 
timony of distinguished alienists who have 
studied the man the assassin himself has 
furnished by his own words and acts the 
clearest proof of his sanity, notwithstanding 
the insanity of the doctrines in which he 
glories. 

Under the criminal laws of New York 
there is no reason why Czolgosz should not 
have 4 speedy trial. As there can be no 
question of his conviction upon undisputed 
and overwhelming evidence and, therefore, 
no tenable grounds for an appéal, the sen- 
tence of death will be pronounced, and the 
date of execution under the law fixed “ for 
a week beginning four weeks from the day 
of the sentence.” There is no other out 
| look for the assassin. He will have had all 
his rights under the law, and the law which 
he would kill will remove him, and such will 
be the fate of every other Anarchist who

If the commission had been so circum- 
stanced that it could have treated the sub- 
ject of small parks in a somewhat more 
masterful manner than it has been able to 
do, and if it were accordingly provided with 
a really able and comprehensive study not 
only of all parts of the city but of the city 
as a unity with reference to landscape im- 
provements, there would obviously be noth- 
ing for the park boards to do but to seek 
and largely to adopt its definite and authori- 
tative recommendations as to sites. But, 
although this somewhat ambitious study re- 
mains to be made, the commission has gath- 
ered a valuable body of data as to ppssible 
sites which not only give it prestige in re- 
spect to the subject but would make its 
counsel invaluable to the park boards. Fur- 
‘thermore, it was this commission which pre- 
pared and promoted the legislation referred 
ta and it is today identified with the subject 
of small parks in the city. Under the cir- 
cumstances, therefore, it 1s natural and fit- 
ting that the West Side board should avail 
itself to the fullest degree of the proffered 
eodperation of this commission in canvassing 
and deciding upon park and pleasure ground 
locations. | 


| REVOLT IN CAPE COLONY. 
There is no longer any doubt that the 
policy of severity adopted by Lord Kitchen- 
et in south Africa was a tactical blunder. 
‘The proclamation of the British command- 
er announcing that all Boers found under 
arms after Sept. 15 would be treated as 
outlaws. was expected to bring the burgh- 
ers flocking to the British camps with flags 
of truce. It has had exactly the opposite 
effect, as it was predicted it would have 
by all who knew the indomitable Dutch 
character. The proclamation merely deep- 
ened the stubborn determination of the 
Boers and gave them thousands of new 
recruits and the date set for their surrender 
has been signalized by a series of Boer 
triumphs and British disasters almost equal 
to ‘those at the beginning of the war two 
years ago. | 
The most serious feature of the

The Boer 
resistance may not yet have been sufficient 
to “stagger humanity,” as President 
Kruger said it would, but it has been such 
as to throw gloom over England and pile 
up a debt which it will require generations 
to wipe out. For every Boer prisoner a 
British soldier lies dead, and a great army 
of over 200,000 men is still striving in vain 
to cope with a force one-twentieth its size.
